Volumes 1-9 of this work were reviewed 
in The Booklist and Subscription Books 
Bulletin, March 1, 1957. Since that time 
additional volumes have been published, 
and “all of the volumes of the set have 
undergone revision. In addition to this 
continuous revision policy regular supple- 
ments dealing with selected fields will be 
published beginning in 1958.” This review 
covers the entire set, 1957 issue. The work 
is an “encyclopedic anthology” in non- 
alphabetical, “thematic” arrangement. Its 


purpose “is to introduce young readers to 


the most interesting, enjoyable and chal- 
lenging aspects of the world around them.” 

Herbert S. Zim, author of science books 
for children, is the editor-in-chief. Of the 
177 subject area consultants, 122 of them, 
like Dr. Zim, are members of the faculty 
of the University of Illinois. Among the 
10 educational consultants are Dr. Paul 
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Witty, Northwestern University, and Dr. 
Roma Gans and Dr. Leland Jacobs, Teach- 
ers College, Columbia University. Eleven 
well-known school and children’s li- 
brarians make up the Board of Library 
Consultants. The chairman is Mrs. Dilla 
MacBean, Director, Retired, Division of 
Libraries, Chicago Public Schools. 

As a basis for the selection of material 
to be included in Our Wonderful World, a 
study was made of children’s reading in- 
terests and informational needs in grades 
four through eight. The study, What Chil- 
dren Are Interested In, was conducted and 
published in 1954 under the direction of 
J. Harlan Shores and Herbert C. Rudman. 

The set is intended for ages ten to six- 
teen, and the subjects were selected on 
the basis of children’s reading interests 
and informational needs. The broad range 
of subjects included in the set, as shown 
by the thematic chart in volume 18, indi- 
cates that the editors have done well in 
their selection of topics to meet these 
interests and needs. Because it is an an- 
thology, the subject coverage is dependent 
upon the material that is made available 
to the editorial staff as well as the editor’s 
choice of emphasis. Much of the adult 
material is rewritten or adapted to make 
it readable for the age group for which it 
is intended. 

The arrangement of Our Wonderful 
World is thematic rather than alphabetical 
or topical. This “thematic” arrangement is 
shown in a chart found in volume 18. 
Man’s knowledge is divided into five large 
areas: The Individual, The Physical En- 
vironment, Man’s Efforts to Control His 
Environment, Man’s Relation to His Fel- 
low Man, and Man’s Relation to His Cul- 
ture. Subdividing these large areas are 30 
themes which run through the set and 
relate to the large areas. They are: Your 
Body and How It Works, Taking Care of 
Yourself, Living with Self and Others, 
Living and Learning with People, Your 
Life Work, Nature of Matter and Energy, 
The Earth We Live On, Animals, Animals 
and Man, World of Plants, Exploring the 
Universe, Basic Inventions, New Materi- 
als, Ample Food Supply, Conservation, 


Exploration, Transportation, Better Health, 
How People Live and Work, How People 
are Governed, Economic Life, Technology 
and Mass Production, Communication, 
Quest for World Peace, Communities of 
People, Man’s Ideal, The Past, Our Cul- 
tural Heritage, The Arts, and Enjoyment. 

The material in each volume is organ- 
ized in sections averaging 20 pages in 
length. The chart of thematic arrangement 
found in volume 18 clearly shows these 
sections and indicates that each theme is 
carried into several volumes of the set. 
Themes of a broad nature are found in 
many volumes. One instance of this is 
Your Life Work found in 16 volumes un- 
der topics such as Workers of the Sea in 
volume 2, Workers and Jobs in volume 3, 
Workers and Machines in volume 4, Ca- 
reers in Aviation in volume 5, and Your 
Homemaking Career in volume 6. 

The editors wanted to organize the ma- 
terial “so that related ideas could be read 
with a minimum of interruption.” They 
succeeded within each section. For exam- 
ple, section 16 of volume 11 is entitled 
“The Test Tube Revolution: The Story of 
Our Chemical Industries.” The selections 
in that section have such titles as Coal Tar 
and the Chemist, Chemurgy, and Story of 
Synthetic Rubber. However, the “the the- 
matic” arrangement throughout the set 
does not put related ideas together where 
they can be read with a minimum of in- 
terruption. Volume 3 has three sections 
about the American Indian, but, instead 
of being juxtaposed, they are scattered 
throughout the volume. Most of the sec- 
tions have little or no relation to those 
preceding or following them as these from 
volume 16 give evidence: section 4, 
“Coal”; section 5, “Photography”; section 
6, “The Age of Railroads”; section 7, “New 
Directions in Agriculture.” 

Fiction and poetry are sometimes 
brought in to extend and to add interest 
to the subject matter presented. For in- 
stance, in the section about ships and sail- 
ing there is an excerpt from Two Years 
Before The Mast by Richard Henry Dana.

However, two or three pages are devoted 
to each of five early philosophers, two of 
whom are Empedocles and Diogenes. In 
addition, this section has short paragraph 
biographies of six later philosophers. Ar- 
ticles about the individual states of the 
United States are very brief and sketchy 
varying in length from one to four pages 
interspersed with pictures. The chief 
sources from which these excerpts are 
taken are the American Automobile As- 
sociation tour books and the WPA state 
guides. The tour books are 1954 and 1955 
editions. Only about one half of the WPA 
state guides, all of which have old copy- 
right dates (1939-49), carry any indication 
of revision in the introductory notes, al- 
though statistics used in these articles are 
of recent date.

“More about the story of the earth is in 
volume 2,” appear in some of the introduc- 
tory notes at the beginning of each section 
and each article and in the text itself. 
There are lists of cross references at the 
ends of some articles and some sections. 
The editors call these “chain references.” 
There are also brief annotated bibliogra- 
phies throughout the set. There seems to 
be no pattern followed for the single or 
multiple “chain references” or the bibli- 
ographies. Volume 14 has 22 sections with 
18 lists of cross references and 18 bibli- 
ographies. In volume 5, only one section 
has a list of cross references, and all but 
two sections have a bibliography. 

There is an abundance of illustrative 
material which immediately gives a pleas- 
ing effect as the books are opened. Al- 
most every page has some kind of illustra- 
tion. These illustrations are all reproduced 
by lithography, and most of them seem 
closely related to the text. Single colors 
are used extensively to heighten the effect 
of black-and-white line drawings, charts, 
graphs, and maps. There are countless 
black-and-white and color photographs. 
Those in black and white are consistently 
good and add interest to the text. Many 
of the reproductions of famous paintings 
in color and in black and white are too 
small much value. Charts and 
graphs are plentiful and easy to read and 
extend the text. Maps were prepared by 
Jeppesen and Company and seem ade- 
quate in number and quality. 

About two thirds of volume 18 is the 
Index. Two introductory pages explain its 
use. The subject entries are arranged in 
alphabetical order, letter by letter, in 
boldface type. See also 
quite numerous. Except for a few dis- 
crepancies the index was found to be ac- 
curate. It seems to be a carefully made 
index, but in some subject areas, such as 
the American Indian, the indexing is so 
detailed as to be confusing to a child. The 
subheadings under some subjects are 
largely an analysis of the main articles. 
The subject “Library” has 25 entries, 18 of 
which refer to the main article in Volume 
7; the other seven entries refer to separate

articles, but each of these is only a para- 
graph reference at most. 

In this 1957 edition, articles on current 
subjects seem to have 1955 as the latest 
copyright date. For instance, for atomic 
energy, the most recent article is dated 
1955; radar, 1955 (and one magazine article 
dated 1953 but revised by the editor, 1957) ; 
rockets, jets, guided missiles, 1955; arti- 
ficial satellites, only one brief article writ- 
ten by the editor with no date given. 
There is an attempt throughout the set to 
bring material up to date by revising and 
editing the excerpted article or by insert- 
ing a brief article by the editor which 
rarely has a source or date. The publisher 
states that “. . . a policy of keeping the 
set up-to-date is being systematically 
followed.” 

Two supplements are issued semiannu- 
ally—Fact and Fiction and What Is Hap- 
pening in Our Wonderful World. Herbert 
S. Zim is editor-in-chief of both series. 
The books are offered together at a list 
price of $10. Two other “extras” come 
with the school and library edition. A box 
of subject analytic cards may be pur- 
chased at extra cost. However, there seems 
to be little use for the cards now that the 
set is complete and a well-organized index 
is included. Our Wonderful World Helps 
to the Teacher is also available. 

The books are well made; they open 
easily, and the binding is sturdy and 
serviceable. The paper is strong and of 
fine quality; the type is easy to read. 

The publishers claim that this is a set 
of books for browsing and to stimulate the 
enjoyment of reading. To accomplish this 
end they have included material designed 
particularly for browsing and set it in a 
format which is conducive to stimulating 
interest. To motivate the extension of 
reading they have used devices such as 
“chain references,” an introduction to each 
volume with several interest-whetting 
questions, and annotated bibliographies. 
How much these devices will actually be 
used by the readers to extend and broaden 
their reading, only time and use of the set 
will tell. 

The set should not be considered a sub- 
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stitute for the actual books from which 
the excerpts are taken; the excerpts are 
too brief. Nor should it be considered a 
substitute for an encyclopedia, because it 
is not organized as a reference work, but 
as a set of books for browsing and ex- 
tended reading, a kind of publication for 
young people that may well contribute to 
their enthusiasm for and their apprecia- 
tion of good reading. 

Our Wonderful World is an anthology 
of brief excerpts from hundreds of books, 
magazines, and pamphlets covering a wide 
variety of subjects of special interest to 
children in sixth grade through junior 
high school. Much of the material is 
taken from sources of good quality that 
are on standard lists of recommended ma- 
terials, but since this is an anthology the 
subject coverage is of necessity limited to 
the material available; it is uneven in 
scope and content. The editors have at- 
tempted, with considerable success, to 
remedy this by writing articles to fill in 
where material is not available and to re- 
vise and edit to bring articles up to date. 
The material is arranged by themes, all 
of which are represented in numerous vol- 
umes of the set. The index is in the last 
volume. There is a great variety of il- 
lustrative material which livens and ex- 
tends the text. Bibliographies are numer- 
ous and, for the most part, well chosen. 
Cross references are adequate. The format 
is good, the binding sturdy. 

As the publishers intended, Our Won- 
derful World is a set for browsing. It has 
little reference value. It is recommended 
for the home library where the family will 
use it for browsing and the motivation of 
good reading. To school and public li- 
braries that will not be jeopardizing their 
purchase of individual titles, it may be 
useful as a source of general informational 
reading of wide scope.

Adventures of *. Music by Benny Carter.

This bouncy, gay animated cartoon presents 
the wonder and enjoyment which the average 
human being (represented by a starlike fig- 
ure) experiences as a baby and a growing 
child in viewing the world around him. Life 
becomes duller and grayer when he becomes 
a man, until, through the eyes of his own 
child, he recaptures the early point of view. 
Produced in collaboration with James John- 
son Sweeney for the Guggenheim Museum to 
‘promote a tolerant approach toward modern 
abstract art, it may, because of lack of nar- 
ration, be puzzling rather than informative to 
some audiences. A good speaker or discus- 
sion leader could bring out many subtleties 
in the film as an apyroach to art and com- 
mentary on child psychology. However, it can 
be viewed for sheer enjoyment. The music 
by Benny Carter, the color, and animation are 
outstanding.
